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Commissions IN Army DenTAL Corps AGAIN 
AVAILABLE TO QUALIFIED Dentists UNDER 38 


Commissions in the Dental Corps, 
Army of the United States, are again 
available to all qualified dentists under 
38. This announcement was made by 
the War Service Committee of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association after receipt of 
notice on December 1, from the Office 
of the Surgeon General, Department of 
War, that a new procurement objective 
had been established for dental officers 
for 1943. All communications regarding 
commissions should be addressed to the 
Dental Division, Office of the Surgeon 
General, Washington, D.C. 

This announcement of the War Serv- 
ice Committee was made prior to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s reorganization of the 
War Manpower Commission and it is 
likely that new rulings will be an- 
nounced in the near future. In the 


interval, dentists who do not fall into 
the age classification of 38 or under 
are asked to wait the development of 
further information. 

The text of the announcement re- 
ceived from the Office of the Surgeon 
General, Department of War, follows: 


The procurement objective for dental offi- 
cers, Army of the United States, for the 
year 1943 has been announced. 

Appointments in the Dental Corps, Army 
of the United States, are now available to 
all qualified dentists under 38 years of age. 

Applicants must be cleared through their 
state chairmen, State Procurement and As- 
signment Service, War Manpower Commis- 
sion. 

Upon request, application blanks will be 
furnished by the Dental Division, Office 
of the Surgeon General, to those who fall 
into the above category. 
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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Rosinson Discusses Status 
or Dentists in War Errort 


Recently, I have had a number of 
inquiries from members of the profession 
concerning the demands that the armed 
forces may yet make on the supply of 
civilian dentists. These inquiries have 
had one feature in common ; namely, the 
desire of the dentist for some assurance 
as to what part he may be expected to 
assume in the military program. His re- 
quest for information is prompted both 
by the desire to remove uncertainty and 
by the wish to prepare promptly to do 
his part. 

Every civilian dentist is deeply con- 
cerned about his status in relation to the 
war effort. It is natural to crave assur- 
ances regarding future obligations that 
would relieve the individual of the ten- 
sion imposed by uncertainty. It is hard 
to divorce oneself from peacetime secur- 
ity and to accept readily the uncertain- 
ties of war and the insecurity such 
conditions bring. While certainty is de- 
sirable, it requires little stretch of the 
imagination to realize that in planning 
for war the high command can give no 
assurances as to the effect that military 
operations will have on individuals; for 
it is not possible to adhere rigidly to 
program and to formula under war con- 
ditions. The fortunes of war are uncer- 
tain. Unpredictable events may alter any 
plan or program. In addition, secrecy 
must surround the planning of important 


operations. 


DENTAL CORPS ORGANIZATION.—The plan 
of organization of the Surgeon General’s 
office makes the Dental Corps of the 


Army a branch of the Professional Divi- 
sion of the Medical Department. The 
Dental Corps is set up in fixed relation- 
ship to all other branches and divisions 
of the Medical Department and it coop- 
erates with them in maintaining the 
health of the troops and in caring for 
the casualties suffered in action. It is 
subject to such regulations, directions 
and established standards as are exercised 
by the General Staff on the Medical De- 
partment as a whole. When the shifting 
fortunes of battle cause immediate and 
rapid changes in over-all plans, the Den- 
tal Corps is of necessity sensitive to these 
changes. In other words, as long as the 
Dental Corps is continued as an essential 
service in the armed forces, it must sub- 
mit to the disciplines imposed by military 
contingencies, and must reconcile itself to 
the uncertainties inherent in the military 
without regard to the inconveniences im- 
posed on the civilian dentist. 

The Medical Department is not self- 
determining in planning its activities, 
and it therefore follows that the Dental 
Corps cannot act with finality in pre- 
scribing programs. The actions of the 
Corps are governed by the plans of the 
General Staff, which must protect its 
plans of a secret and strategic character, 
and give orders to the Medical Depart- 
ment to prepare for specific operations 
only in sufficient time for it to mobilize 
its resources to participate actively in the 
planned operations. The plans of the 
General Staff are subject to pressure 
changes. What it plans today may, by 
the exigencies of war, be completely 
changed tomorrow. Under these condi- 
tions, no assurances can be given the 
dentist as to what may be expected of 
him. 


PROCUREMENT FORMULA.—Approxi- 
mately 12,000 dental officers have been 
recruited to serve a total enlistment in 
the Army and Navy of 4,500,000 men. 
{t has been stated that this enlisted per- 
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sonnel will be increased in 1943 to at 
least 7,500,000 men. When this expan- 
sion is authorized, the dental profession 
will be assigned a procurement objective 
which it will be asked to meet by recruit- 
ing the necessary numbers from the grad- 
uating classes and from among the 
younger members of the profession now 
engaged in civilian practice. It may be 
that another 7,000 dentists will be called 
into the services. It is not now possible 
to say by what method these will be 
recruited or to ascertain the basis upon 
which quotas will be established, or how 
the selection will be administered in terms 
of military and civilian needs. The War 
Service Committee, cooperating with the 
Committee on Dentistry of the Procure- 
ment and Assignment Service, is attempt- 
ing to develop a formula of procurement 
that will satisfy the needs of the armed 
forces and be fair and just to civilian 
dentists. 

In consideration of military and civil- 
ian needs, the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service has set up two categories : 
available dentists, or those who may be 
spared to the armed forces, and essential 
dentists, or those whose dislocations might 
seriously jeopardize the health of the 
civilian population. Each case must be 
considered on its own merits: the self- 
interest of the individual dentist is not 
a primary consideration, the needs of the 
armed forces and of the civilian popula- 
tion as a whole taking precedence over 
the preferences of the individual dentist. 
An effort will be made to select wisely 
and to leave in practice those whose 
services are needed by the civilian popu- 
lation; but, above all, the needs of the 
armed forces must be met. It is to be 
hoped that the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service may be given more author- 
ity, more power to choose and to allocate, 
and that it may be given more informa- 
tion of a secret nature which its officers 
may use to deal more promptly and more 
satisfactorily with the members of the 
profession.—]. Ben Robinson, President. 
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DENTAL RELIEF FUND 


CONTRIBUTIONS TO RELIEF FunpD 
INCREASE AS CuristTmas NEARS 


With the approach of the Christmas 
season, a high level of contributions is 
being maintained in the annual Christ- 
mas Seal campaign of the Relief Fund 
of the American Dental Association. 
While no figures are yet available, ac- 
cording to Harry B. Pinney, General Sec- 
retary, the present rate of contributions 
indicates that last year’s record sum will 
be equaled or exceeded. “Many con- 
tributors,” Dr. Pinney said, “state that 
they are increasing the size of their an- 
nual gifts because of the men who are 
on active military service and who may 
be prevented from making their own 
contributions. This is an ideal and con- 
crete way for members to express their 
appreciation of what thousands of den- 
tists on the fighting front are doing for 
their profession and their country.” 
oriIGiIn.—The idea of sending out Christ- 
mas Seals was adopted by the Relief 
Fund Committee in 1913, seven years 
after the catastrophic earthquake and 
fire in San Francisco had sharply pointed 
to the need of a relief agency in the den- 
tal profession. More than $15,000 was 
contributed to the San Francisco Dental 
Relief Committee, and the remainder, 
almost $4,000, was used in 1907 to form 
the nucleus of the present Dental Relief 
Fund. By 1924, the fund had grown to 
$123,000, and a Relief Commission was 
authorized to administer the payment of 
relief benefits from the interest earnings. 
At the present time, the Relief Fund 
exceeds $400,000 with annual earnings 
totaling more than $20,000. 

With the exception of a single year, 
since 1933-1934 there has been an annual 
increase in the sale of the Christmas 
Seals. According to the report of the 
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General Secretary, “the amount sub- 
scribed to the Relief Fund from the sale 
of Christmas Seals to June 22, 1942 was 
$28,297.48, as compared with $25,297.71 
to June 30, 1941. 

ORGANIZATION.—Two committees of the 
American Dental Association are con- 
cerned with the work of the Relief Fund. 
The Relief Fund Committee, of which 
Fred R. Adams, of New York, is chair- 
man, is charged with formulating plans 
for the increase of the Relief Fund by 
cooperating in the collecting of relief 
funds. The Relief Commission, of which 
Charles P. Grosby, of St. Louis, is chair- 
man, is charged with investigating and 
verifying applications for relief and in 
making recommendations to the Board of 
Trustees for the payment of benefits. 
Earl E. Graham, of Chicago, is secretary 
of both committees. 

1942-1943 campaicn.—In spite of the 
excellent record which the Dental Relief 
Fund has made in past years, Fred R. 
Adams, chairman of the Relief Fund 
Committee, feels that the cause is so 
worthy and the potential need so large 
that additional efforts should be put forth 
by all members. In a recent statement, 
Dr. Adams said : 

Why should one state contribute an aver- 
age of 24 cents per member to the Relief 
Fund, another state $1.57 and the Army 
Dental Corps an average of $2.58 for every 
member? Why should one district in a state 
give two or three times as much per member 
as another? Why is it that members must 
be urged to contribute to what is probably 
the most worth while activity of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association? 

Some way must be found to make all of 
our members more fully aware of the impor- 
tance of this fund. Demands upon it are 
constantly increasing and the rise in contri- 
butions has not kept pace with the enlarge- 
ment of our membership. No member can 
be certain that he will never have to call 
upon the Fund for aid, for unforeseen disaster 
can overtake any of us. It is a notable fact 
that the largest per capita contribution to the 
Fund is made by the Army Dental Corps, 
the members of which will never require any 


aid from the Fund. These contributions are 
entirely unselfish and given with true benev- 
olence. It would surely seem that those 
who may need aid from the Fund at some 
time should give as freely as those who will 
never need it. 

If the members of the Association could 
have the same insight into the workings of 
the Fund and be as familiar with the amount 
of good accomplished as the administrators 
of the Fund, contributions would undoubtedly 
rise to much more than $1 per member. If 
the whole membership could read the letters 
received and be familiar with the individual 
cases helped, there would never be need 
to solicit any member for his contribution. 
The only names missing from the list would 
be the names of those who were, themselves, 
in need of relief.

COMMITTEE ON DENTAL 
LEGISLATION 


SENATE COMMITTEE APPROVES 
Ban on Mait-OrpDeErR DENTURES 


The Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce voted, on December 1, to ap- 
prove legislation (S. 2370) which makes 
it unlawful to send through the mails or 
in interstate commerce any dentures or 
teeth the cast for which has not been 
made by a person licensed under the laws 
of a state or territory to practice den- 
tistry. The approval of the full Senate 
committee came after the subcommittee 
had made a favorable report on the bill 
on November 12. 

The House of Representatives had al- 
ready approved the companion bill (H. 
R. 6730), which contained a provision 
banning advertising of mail-order den- 
tures. This provision was not given ap- 
proval by the Senate committee. The 
bill now goes to the Senate for action.

LEGISLATURES OF Forty-Four STATES 
Witt Convene 1n Cominc YEAR 


The legislatures of forty-four states 
will hold regular sessions in the coming 
year. The four states that do not meet 
are Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Virginia. Forty-two states will start their 
meeting during the first two weeks in 
January. The Florida legislature will 
meet on April 6 and Alabama on May 4. 

Twenty-nine states have a time limit 
on the length of their session varying 
from forty to 120 days. Of these twenty- 
nine states, twenty-one have a limit of 
sixty days. About forty state legislatures 
hold a regular session only once every 
two years. Therefore, any contemplated 
legislative action in such states should be 
taken during 1943 in order to avoid a 
two-year delay. 


NEW YORK DECISION.—The courts of 
New York state handed down a decision 
in October permitting a certain type of 
advertising and, by inference, also per- 
mitting certain other types of advertising. 
The Board of Regents of New York had 
ruled against this advertising and had 
suspended the license of a dentist charged 
with benefiting from the advertising. 
The appellate division of the New York 
Supreme Court had sustained the Board 
of Regents, but these decisions were re- 
versed in October 1942. It is believed 
that this last decision may make it nec- 
essary to have the New York state dental 
laws amended. The effect of the New 
York case is now being studied and a 
complete report will appear in the Jan- 
uary 1 issue of THe JourNAL. In the 
meantime, it is suggested that the dental 
profession be on the alert, so that if it 
becomes necessary for any other state to 
amend its laws, legislative action can be 
taken. 


COMMITTEE COOPERATION.—The Com- 


mittee on Legislation will be pleased to 
cooperate with any legislative committee 
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or dentist interested in legislation. In 
the files of the committee are copies of 
the dental practice acts of all the states 
and additional copies are available for 
study. The committee is also compiling 
a library of court decisions concerning 
the various dental practice acts and 
dentists in general. All of these decisions 
construe the dental laws or limit or apply 
them to specific situations and affect the 
meaning of the dental laws involved. 
These court decisions are also available 
to any one interested in them. Requests

SENATE APPROVES BILL FoR REAR 
ApMIRALCY IN NAvAL DENTAL Corps 


The bill (S. 2769) authorizing the 
rank of rear admiral in the Dental Corps 
of the United States Navy was passed 
by the Senate on November 23. The bill 
had been favorably reported by the Naval 
Affairs Committee of the Senate on No- 
vember 20. The Navy Department made 
an adverse report on the bill stating that 
the “proposed legislation would serve no 
useful purpose.” 

The report of the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee approving the bill.stated in 
part : 

Thé bill does not change the relation of 
the Dental Corps to the Medical Department 
of thé Navy. It merely gives dental officers 
an opportunity for promotion to the rank 
of rear admiral. 

The committee feels that it would be a 
recognition of the important contribution 
made -by dental officers of the Navy to 
authotize the rank of rear admiral in the 
Dentdl Corps, and recommend, therefore, 
that the bill be enacted. 

The bill now awaits action by the 
House of Representatives, and, if passed, 
it will go to the President for approval. 
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WAR SERVICE COMMITTEE 


APPEALS Is 
OUTLINED For DENTISTS 


A method of procedure has been out- 
lined by the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service for those dentists, physicians 
and veterinarians who wish to take an 
appeal from local decisions denoting 
them as “available” for military service. 
This information is contained in a letter 
to all state chairmen, under date of No- 
vember 19, 1942, from the Directing 
Board, Procurement and Assignment Ser- 
vice, Office for Emergency Management, 
War Manpower Commission. The text 
of the letter follows : 

The responsibility for the initial decision 
as to whether an individual physician, dentist 
or veterinarian is to be considered essential in 
his present situation or available for service 
elsewhere rests with the respective state com- 
mittees. The local, county or district com- 
mittees may serve in an advisory capacity to 
the state committee, but the authority to 
make decisions rests with the state commit- 
tees. 

If an individual physician, dentist or vet- 
erinarian, or the institution employing him, 
does not agree with the decision of the state 
chairman as to his availability for service 
elsewhere, the individual or his employing 
agency may request a consideration of the 
decision by the state committee. If the origi- 
nal opinion is upheld by this committee, 
appeal may be made to the Corps Area 
chairman and his committee. In this event, 
the Corps Area chairman should request all 
information available from both the state 
committee and the person himself, and the 
Corps Area committee should appraise the 
situation and render a written decision to 
both the state chairman and the individual 
concerned. 

If the decision of the state committee is 
still sustained by the Corps Area committee, 
the individual concerned or his employer has 


the further privilege of submitting his case to 
the Central Office of the Procurement and 
Assignment Service. When this is done, the 
Central Office will assemble all pertinent 
information from the individual, his em- 
ployer, and the state and Corps Area com- 
mittees concerned and present this for action 
to the Directing Board or to a special com- 
mittee of the Board in case a decision is nec- 
essary before the next Board meeting. In 
such circumstances, this committee shall re- 
port the case and its decision to the Board 
at its next meeting. 


INDIVIDUAL PREFERENCE RATINGS 
ABOLISHED FOR STAINLESS STEEL 


Individual dentists are no longer ‘re- 
quired to secure preference ratings for 
the purchase of the stainless steel used 
in orthodontic appliances, according to 
a ruling issued on November 18 by the 
Medical and Dental Supplies Section of 
the War Production Board. A number 
of companies who are basic distributors 
of such materials have been granted ex- 
emption from ihe restrictions of the lim- 
itation order (M-21-d) so that they may 
sell small quantities to the profession 
without requiring preference ratings of 
their customers. 

Under this ruling, it was stated, orders 
for these stainless materials should be 
held to a minimum since “stocking-up” 
would defeat efforts to make the plan 
workable. 

The supply sources that have been ex- 
empted from the limitation order to date 
are: Rocky Mountain Metal Products 
Company, Denver; H. S. Hutton Com- 
pany; Cleveland; Ret Alter Company, 
Pasadena; Malin and Company, Cleve- 
land; S. S. White Dental Mfg. Co., 
Philadelphia ; Baker and Company, New- 
ark; Austenal Laboratories, Inc., New 
York; Karl A. Kreis, San Francisco. 
Additional concerns may be granted this 
exemption on application to the Alloy 
Section of the Steel Division, War Pro- 
duction Board. 
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GRADUATES SHOULD APPLY 
For DENTAL COMMISSIONS 


Dental students who have received ap- 
pointment as ensigns H-V (P) (Dental) 
U.S.N.R. and those who have become 
affiliated with the Army in the Medical 
Administrative Corps should make appli- 
cation for regular commissions as soon 
as their course of study has been com- 
pleted. The War Service Committee of 
the American Dental Association, in 
issuing this statement, also pointed out 
that unless such students “apply within 
three months after graduation for com- 
missions in the Army or Navy Dental 
Corps, they will automatically forfeit 
their rights” to commissions. 


GREAT BRITAIN 


ComPp.LeTE ComMPuLsoRY INSURANCE 
PROPOSED FOR ALL IN REPORT 


The blueprint of a revolutionary pro- 
gram to abolish all social insecurity in 
Great Britain after the war by an all- 
embracing program of compulsory insur- 
ance was given to the House of Commons 
on December 1 by Sir William Beveridge, 
who was commissioned eighteen months 
ago to make a comprehensive survey of 
existing schemes of social insurance in 
Britain. Basically, the plan contemplates 
that every one shall take out a sort of 
insurance to cover all eventualities of 
unemployment, old age and disability 
under state compulsion. Almost every 
contingency of modern life against which 
people insure themselves, including ill 
health, dental disease and burial in the 
potter’s field, is provided for in the ex- 
haustive and monumental report which 
will be the subject of a post-Christmas 
debate in Parliament. 
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The 110,000 word report, with 40,000 
words of appendices and a supplemental 
volume of evidence heard, has aroused 
international discussion because of its 
apparent connection with the social goals 
toward which the people and government 
of Britain are heading. The planned in- 
surance program also translates into con- 
crete proposals the aspirations contained 
in the phrase “freedom from want” of 
President Roosevelt’s “four freedoms.” 


HIGHLIGATS.—Some of the highlights of 
the Beveridge plan are: 

1. Social insurance covering unem- 
ployment, health, accidents, marriage, 
childbirth, allowances for children and 
retirement for the aged. 

2. Universal coverage, joint contribu- 
tions by employers, workers and govern- 
ment. 

3. Distribution through the benefit sys- 
tem of approximately 10 to 11 per cent 
of the British national income. 

4. Payment of benefits on an actuarial 
basis, rather than on a basis of specific 
need or through a means test. 

5. A comprehensive system of free 
medical, dental, hospital, nursing and 
convalescent services. 

6. Virtual abolition of the present pri- 
vately operated industrial insurance setup 
—small insurance policies paid on a 
weekly premium basis to cover burial 
expenses. 


cost.—The cost of the Beveridge plan to 
taxpayers would be $1,404,000,000 as 
compared with $1,060,000,000 under the 
present system of insurance. Insured per- 
sons of all classes would pay $776,000,000 
as compared with $276,000,000, now con- 
tributed by the working class alone. 
Employers would be required to pay 
$548,000,000 instead of $332,000,000 as 
at present. 

The treasury subsidy to the social se- 
curity fund would remain the same— 
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$60,000,000—under the Beveridge pro- 
posals, and the total cost for the ex- 
panded social services would be $2,788,- 
000,000 as compared with the present 
cost of $1,328,000,000. 


DENTAL “TREATMENT.—The present Brit- 
ish health insurance program at the 
present time provides for medical treat- 
ment at the hands of a general practi- 
tioner. In some cases, additional benefits, 
which include dentistry, are sometimes 
given. The new plan envisages compre- 
hensive treatment, including hospital, 
dental, ophthalmic and _ convalescent 
homes for a whole family and the cost of 
medical rehabilitation. In other words, 
the Beveridge program will attempt to 
provide for the complete health security 
of all citizens under all circumstances. 

The summary of the report states that 
“medical treatment covering all require- 
ments would be provided all citizens by 
a national health service organized under 
health departments, and postmedical re- 
habilitation will be provided for all per- 
sons capable of profiting by it.” 


“FREEDOM FROM WANT.”’—The basic ob- 
jective of the Beveridge plan is to abolish 
want in Britain. But the question of 
whether freedom from want can be at- 
tained in the near future, the report 
states, depends on four conditions. 

Firstly, that the postwar world is a world 
in which nations set themselves to cooperate 
for production in peace rather than plotting 
mutual destruction by war, whether open or 
concealed. 

Secondly, that British economic policy and 
structure after the war shall be adjusted in 
such a way as to maintain productive em- 
ployment. 

Thirdly, that a plan for social security— 
in other words, a plan for the maintenance 
of income—should be adopted, free from 
unnecessary costs of administration and other 
wastefulness of resources. 

Fourthly, that decisions regarding the na- 
ture of this plan should be taken during the 


war. 


It is not likely, however, that the plan 
will be adopted in the near future be- 
cause of its proposals which involve 
sweeping changes in the present system 
and a greatly enlarged national and 
individual cost. The abolition of the 
private insurance companies that now 
dominate the British social insurance 
schemes is certain to meet with consider- 
able opposition. 


AUTHOR.—The Beveridge report is even 
more spectacular than its drastic pro- 
posals would indicate. It is largely the 
work of one man—Sir William Beveridge 
—who wrote most of the 110,000 words 
of the report in his own hand. Beveridge 
was first called to public life, strangely 
enough, by the present prime minister, 
Winston Churchill. In 1909, Churchill, 
then president of the Board of Trade, 
asked Beveridge to develop a program 
to combat unemployment. From that 
time, Beveridge has written numerous 
government reports, but present com- 
ment indicates that the present one, “On 
Social Insurance and Allied Services,” 
is a crowning achievement. 

Sir William, who was knighted for his 
war work in 1919, was born in Bengal, 
India, in 1879. In the first world war, 
he became director of the London School 
of Economics, which under his organiza- 
tion and direction became a _ leading 
training center for government adminis- 
trators. From there, he went to Oxford 
as university college master. 

In this war, Beveridge has been re- 
sponsible for planning the use of the 
nation’s manpower. He also started the 
“filter” scheme of army selection and 
developed a fuel-rationing program. His 
work on the present plan began a year 
and a half ago when Arthur Greenwood, 
deputy Labor party leader then in the 
government, requested him to study Brit- 
ish social conditions.

8,848 Stupents IN 
U. S. DenTAL ScHOOLS 


There are now 8,848 students in the 
denta! schools of the United States, an 
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increase of 493 over the total for the 
preceding year. These figures were con- 
tained in the annual analysis of under- 
graduate enrollment made>recently by 
the Council on Dental Education and 
released through Harlan H. Horner, 
secretary. The report also disclosed that 
2,701 freshmen students were enrolled 
this year, while there are only 2,160 in 
the present sophomore class.

First Issue or A.D.A. OrAL 
SuRGERY JOURNAL IN JANUARY 


The new quarterly Journal of Oral 
Surgery, which is the latest addition to 
the American Dental Association’s list of 
publications, will appear for the first time 
in January. L. Pierce Anthony will be 
editor in chief and Carl W. Waldron, 
editor of the new journal. 

The new journal is the result of several 
years of planning by various groups and 
committees. Final action was taken on 
recommendation of the Board of Trustees 
by the House of Delegates at the St. 
Louis meeting. In 1940, Howard E. 
Miller, of Chicago, was appointed by the 
Board of Trustees as chairman of a spe- 
cial committee to consider the establish- 
ment of a journal of oral surgery. Dr. 
Miller has written a brief sketch of the 
many activities that will lead to the ap- 
pearance of the new publication in Jan- 
uary. Dr. Miller’s account follows : 

The need for a special journal devoted 
exclusively to oral surgery and allied subjects 
has long been recognized. Articles pertaining 
to the subject can be found in all types of 
journals, but, in many cases, the dental 
profession has been denied the privilege of 
reading outstanding contributions because 
. they were published in journals not usually 
read by dentists. 

Oral surgery was the first specialty to be 
developed in dentistry. One of the great 
needs of that specialty was met in the action 
taken by the House of Delegates at St. Louis 
in approving the recommendation of the 
Board of Trustees for the publication of a 
journal of oral surgery. The recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Trustees was made only 
after careful consideration of a study that 
had been made by a special committee ap- 
pointed to determine the desirability of and 
need for such a journal. , 

A committee of the American Society of 
Oral Surgeons and Exodontists, which had 


been studying this problem for eight years, 
cooperated in its survey with the Chalmers 
J. Lyons Club of Michigan and with repre- 
sentatives of the American Society of Plastic 
Surgeons. 

In 1937, a special committee of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association, under the chair- 
manship of J. Orton Goodsell, of Saginaw, 
Mich., submitted a report to the Board of 
Trustees showing the need for and the pos- 
sibilities inherent in the publication of such 
a journal by the Association. This report also 
contained a survey of the membership in two 
states, which revealed that many dentists 
were interested in the project and would be- 
come subscribers to a journal of oral surgery 
if one were issued by the American Dental 
Association. 

In 1942, questionnaires were sent to the 
entire membership of the American Dental 
Association. Subscription pledge cards were 
attached and the response was more than 
sufficient to assure the publication of a jour- 
nal devoted exclusively to oral surgery that 
would be self supporting. 

The New York Institute of Clinical Oral 
Pathology was at that time publishing the 
Archives of Clinical Oral Pathology. Upon 
learning of the contemplated journal to be 
published by the American Dental Associa- 
tion, the institute offered to supply material 
to the new publication and discontinue the 
Archives. Theodor Blum, editor of the Ar- 
chives, is now a member of the editorial 
board of the Journal of Oral Surgery. 

The Journal of Oral Surgery will be pub- 
lished quarterly, but will be developed into 
a monthly publication as soon as there is 
the expected increase in subscriptions. No 
advertising will be included in the first is- 
sues and, if possible, that policy will be con- 
tinued. The first issue will have ninety-six 
pages, with format and style in keeping with 
Tue JourNnaL oF THE AMERICAN DENTAL 
ASSOCIATION. 

The new publication will present orig- 
inal papers, many with illustrations, on oral 
surgery, pathology, oral diagnosis, radiog- 
raphy, anesthesia, operative procedures and 
selected surgical, medical and therapeutic 
subjects. Special departments will be de- 
voted to case reports, abstracts, book reviews 
and notices of society meetings and pro- 
grams. It is the policy of the editorial board 
to publish practical articles that will be 
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beneficial to the general practitioner of den- 
tistry as well as to those specializing in oral 
surgery. The annual subscription price is 
five dollars. 

L. Pierce Anthony will head the staff of 
the new journal as editor in chief. Carl 
W. Waldron, of Minneapolis, will be editor. 
Members of the editorial board are: Theo- 
dor Blum, New York; James R. Cameron, 
Philadelphia; J. Orton Goodsell, Saginaw, 
Mich.; V. H. Kazanjian, Boston; Howard C. 
Miller, Chicago, and Douglas B. Parker, New 
York. 

A formal announcement, regarding the 
new journal, with complete details, will be 
published in the January 1 issue of Tue 
JouRNAL OF THE AMERICAN DenTAL Asso- 
CIATION.

DENTAL HEALTH COLUMN 
Wins WIDESPREAD SUCCESS 


More than 125 newspapers through- 
out the nation, among them some of 
America’s leading dailies, are now featur- 
ing the Bureau of Public Relations’ illus- 
trated weekly column on dental health, 
“Your Dental I. Q.” This straight-from- 
the-shoulder message on dental health 
has won the praise of lay editors and den- 
tists as an aid to wartime physical fitness. 

“Your Dental I. Q.” is a prime ex- 
ample of what can be achieved through 
the cooperation of forward-looking com- 
ponent dental societies with the Bureau 
of Public Relations of the American Den- 
tal Association. 

The new feature was developed as the 
result of requests from component dental 
societies for materia] that could be fur- 
nished to weekly newspapers in matrix 
form, thus eliminating several costly 
mechanical steps in the printing process. 
Since to supply this need for a few 
editors would have been too expensive, 
the Bureau developed a column of den- 
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tal health information that would be 
worthy of publication along with other, 
standard editorial features. 

The editorial content of “Your Den- 
tal I. Q.” has already proved to be 
highly attractive. The title of the column 
is provocative and has the newspaper 
requirements of brevity and directness. 
The average column is about 200 words 
in length and is written in question-and- 
answer fashion. An attractive illustra- 
tion carries with it an interesting fact 
about some phase of dental health as it 
relates to daily life. 

Requests for publication of the articles 
are addressed to the editors by repre- 
sentatives of the component dental -soci- 
eties, to which the Bureau has made the 
series of twenty-four articles available. 
Orders are accepted only through com- 
ponent dental societies at a cost of $7.50 
(plate form) or $5.00 (matrix form) for 
the series of twenty-four articles. 

The Bureau has not yet computed the 
total circulation of the feature, but it is 
already evident that it is being read by 
millions of newspaper readers every week. 
Among the newspapers publishing it reg- 
ularly are the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
Buffalo Evening News, Baltimore News- 
Post, Manchester Union-Leader and the 
Shreveport Journal. New papers are 
being added every week to the list, which 
now totals more than 125. 

Some of the questions that have been 
asked and answered in “Your Dental 
I. Q.” are: “Why cannot an abscess be 
cleared up without pulling a tooth?” 
“Can arthritis be caused by decayed 
teeth?” “What is pyorrhea and what 
causes it?” “How do they keep teeth that 
are under straightening bands from de- 
caying?” “What causes teeth to decay?” 
“Can too much brushing injure the 
teeth?” “What kind of bridge would you 
advise—removable or permanent?” These 
questions are actual queries received at 
the Bureau or taken from the question- 
box that was set up in the dental exhibit 
at the Golden Gate Exposition. All 
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answers, in accordance with the regular 
procedure for any material prepared by 
the Bureau, are checked and approved 
by the Council on Dental Health of the 
American Dental Association. 

Three facts contribute greatly to 
making “Your Dental I. Q.” an impor- 
tant element in dentistry’s public educa- 
tion program: 1. The feature is widely 
read as a part of the home newspaper. 
2. It is :ead each week, regularly, so that 
reading it becomes a habit. 3. It moti- 
vates the reader toward taking the steps 
necessary to dental health. 

If the editors in your community have 
not yet been presented with the oppor- 
tunity to publish “Your Dental I. Q.” 
your dental society is missing an excellent 
chance to advance dental health—Lon

British DENTAL ASSOCIATION 
REporTs ON INSURANCE PLAN 


A review of the Report of the Brit- 
ish Dental Association to the Interdepart- 
mental Committee on Social Insurance 
and Allied Services was prepared by 
Raymond M. Walls, chairman, and M. 
L. Dollar, secretary, of the Committee 


on Economics of the American Dental 
Association. The implications of:the re- 
port for dentistry in this country will be 
discussed in a second article in January. 


How to make available adequate dental 
care for all sections of the population, the 
perplexing problem which has for many years 
plagued organized dentistry in the United 
States, has been quite as much of a_prob- 
lem to the British Dental Association. Re- 
search has not yet revealed the basic cause 
of, or the cure for, caries, but experience 
has shown that, through early treatment, 
chries can be arrested and the loss of teeth 
through extraction be postponed for many 
years. Thus, while the knowledge of how 
caries can be controlled is at hand, a prac- 
tical means of financing the dental treatment 
necessary to effect such control remains an 
unsolved problem. The British Dental As- 
sociation is not waiting for the miracle of a 
simple cure or preventive of dental disease or 
for a period of prosperity that will enable 
every one to afford complete dental care. 
It is facing the issue squarely and planning 
realistically a program designed to alleviate 
the serious dental condition now existing in 
Great Britain. 

Over a long period of years, the British 
Dental Association has kept in touch with 
developments in the field of public dental 
service. There has been a growing convic- 
tion on the part of the association that the 
lack of coordination between the numerous 
branches of public dental service has led to 
confusion, economic loss and failure to meet 
the dental health needs of the nation. 

Recently, the association decided that the 
time was ripe for a thorough-going study of 
public dental service. Accordingly, a special 
committee was appointed and charged with 
the responsibility of making a study and re- 
porting on the provision of dental treatment 
for the industrial classes. A program was 
to be planned with a view to securing com- 
plete dental service by the coordination of 
existing arrangements and by their extension 
where necessary. A report was prepared and 
submitted to the Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee on Social Insurance with the request 
that the sections of the report having to do 
with aspects of dental health services that 
were not under its jurisdiction be passed on 
to the appropriate governmental agency. 
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The report, while recognizing the impor- 
tance of diet in a long range program for 
dental health, emphasizes the need for reg- 
ular examination and treatment in order to 
meet present need. The report traces the 
development of dental deterioration chrono- 
logically, starting with the effects of care of 
the expectant mother and continuing through 
preschool age, nursery school age, school age, 
adolescence and adulthood. The dental care 
available to each of these groups is reviewed 
and criticized and suggestions are made for 
improvement. 

With reference to programs for dental care 
for expectant and nursing mothers and for 
the preschool age group, the report states, 
various statutes assert that such care may 
be given by the local health authorities, but 
that there is no compulsion. As a result, the 
few services that are available are very in- 
adequate. It is recommended that the ma- 
ternal and child welfare dental program be 
brought under central control and that a 
dental staff be organized and given the re- 
sponsibility for organizing a program to meet 
the need. This agency should be charged 
with ensuring that the child enter school with 
sound teeth. The expansion of the nursery 
school system will greatly facilitate the pro- 
gram. Through such a program, the deplor- 
able condition of the teeth of the children 
entering school could be remedied, and the 
emphasis of the school program could be 
placed on preventive rather than on restor- 
ative dentistry as heretofore. 

The report calls attention to the fact that 
the school program formerly had the same 
status that the maternal and infant welfare 
programs now have. That is to say, prior to 
1921, local authorities were granted permis- 
sion to give medical examinations to chil- 
dren in the schools, but, with the passage of 
the Education Act of 1921, it became com- 
pulsory that facilities be provided for medi- 
cal examination and treatment. On the basis 
of this authority, the Board of Education is 
making every effort to encourage, develop 
and control programs for dental care in the 
schools. Statistics on dental conditions among 
school children vouch for the growing effec- 
tiveness of this program. However, there is 
still much room for improvement in the 
school program, since, on the average, only 
75 per cent of the student body is examined 
each year. Seventy-four per cent of all those 
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examined are found to need dental care. 
Of those who need care, only 64 per cent 
actually receive treatment, and in many of 
these cases, restoration is not complete. 

It is recommended that the school pro- 
gram be organized on a regional basis, in 
preference to the present local basis. The 
staff should be increased to allow for a bi- 
annual examination of every child. The 
dental staff should be organized with various 
ranks under the direction of the regional den- 
tal officer. Such a system would provide an 
incentive to the dentist to give his best efforts 
in order to receive promotion. Supervision 
would ensure the high quality of the work 
done. It is pointed out that the salaries of 
the dentists now participating in the pro- 
gram equals less than 1 per cent of the total 
salaries paid to teachers. Should the pro- 
gram be expanded as recommended, the sal- 
aries of the dentists would still amount to 
only 3 per cent of the total salaries paid to 
teachers. 

The age group most neglected under the 
present system, according to the report, are 
the adolescents who have just graduated 
from school and have entered industry. 
While these young people immediately be- 
come eligible for medical care under the 
compulsory insurance plan, they do not re- 
ceive dental care at all in many communi- 
ties, and not until after a waiting period of 
two or three years even in those areas where 
the approved society does offer dental care 
as an additional benefit. The British Dental 
Association recommends that the local au- 
thorities make dental service available to 
this group during the waiting period and 
institute a program to encourage the use of 
the service. 

Presumably, the worker in industry who is 
protected by health insurance has his health 
needs cared for. However, the report charges 
that dental health needs are woefully neg- 
lected. Dental care is not included as a 
regular benefit of the plan, and many of the 
approved societies do not have it even as an 
additional benefit. Those societies that do 
give dental care as an additional service 
usually are so hampered by lack of funds 
that they are able to offer only very limited 
dental care. In most instances, the approved 
society pays but 50 per cent of the dental 
bill. Since there are many people who can-

able publications—no means by which dental 
knowledge might be disseminated. 

The influence that dental organization was 
to have in the development of dentistry from 
a trade to a profession was foretold in the 
declaration of purposes and aims of the early 
societies. The function of the society, as con- 
ceived by the dental pioneer, was to promote 
union and harmony among the respectable 
elements and so differentiate the surgeon- 
dentist from the “tooth-carpenter,” the less 
competent mechanical dentist; to advance 
the science by interchange of thoughts and 
ideas, either written or oral, among the mem- 
bers of the society; to reject the preceptor 
system of education by encouraging the 
founding of specialized institutions of learn- 
ing, namely the dental college, for the educa- 
tion of the dentist; to give character and 
respectability to the profession by establishing 
a line between the meritorious and those 
who placed the stint of empiricism upon the 
profession. And while these aims and pur- 
poses were not fully attained by any of the 
early organizations, each did contribute to 
the final accomplishment by proving the ad- 
vantages to be gained from organization. 

Today the activities of the American 
Dental Association have an undeniable in- 
fluence on the progress of dentistry. Being 
the voice of more than 50,000 qualified 
dental practitioners, the Association has a

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representation second to that of no other 
similar professional organization. By its ac- 
tivities, it extends its influence to all fields of 
practice, and, accordingly, these may be 
grouped into a dozen or more categories. 
Through the meetings of the Association and 
its componeuts, the highway of postgraduate 
education is maintained. Through The Jour- 
nal, an evergrowing book of dental knowl- 
edge is added to the library of every member 
of the Association. Through its Committee 
on Public Health and Education, and its 
Bureau of Public Relations, there is con- 
ducted a cormprehensive and continuous pro- 
gram of lay education. Through its Dental 
Educational Council, it seeks high standards 
for future practitioners. Through its Bureau 
of Chemistry and its Council on Dental 
Therapeutics, both the public and the profes- 
sion are informed ‘on those products which 
are deemed acceptable or undesirable either 
in practice or for lay use. Through its Relief 
Fund Commission, security is provided for 
needy members. Through the Judicial Coun- 
cil, questions of ethics are decided and re- 
viewed, and thus the actions of the men in 
the profession are controlled, toward one an- 
other and toward their patients. Through its 
Committee on Dental Economics, data are 
compiled relative to economic problems that 
confront the profession and the public. 
Through the Committee on Legislation, the 
educational, professional and ethical stand- 
ards of the profession are guarded against 
unjust legislation. Through its Research 
Commission, dental materials are constantly 
being improved, and further research is pro- 
moted by grants. Through its National 
Health Program Committee, sound policies 
are sought to improve the dental health of a 
growing population. 

These councils, bureaus, committees, com- 
missions and other groups not mentioned 
here render invaluable services, involving tre- 
mendous expenditures of time and money. 
They furnish benefits which are the out- 
growth of dental organization and which are 
the direct result of years of intensive plan- 
ning and sound interest in the advancement 
of dental health for the people of this coun- 
try. The benefits have been three-fold: First, 
to the individual practitioner, who owes his 
present position in society and in the profes- 
sion to organization, for with organization the 
practitioner has continued to gain wider 
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knowledge and more expert skill. Second, to 
the manufacturer of dental items, who has 
profited by the standards that the American 
Dental Association has established for certain 
approved dental products. Third, to the 
public, to whom there has accrued the 
benefits which have first fallen to the dentist 
and the man who supplies him; for by their 
enhanced abilities, the practitioner and the 
manufacturer—through organized dentistry 
—have served to render an improved service 
measured in terms of better dental health for 
the nation. 

Thus, organized dentistry has proved its 
value in time of peace, Today, in time of 
war, organized dentistry continues to carry 
the banner of the profession. As early as 
two years ago, the American Dental Associa- 
tion instituted a preparedness program 
whereby an extensive survey was made of all 
dental practitioners and their relation to na- 
tional Jefense. Through this program, the 
basis for cooperation with the armed forces 
and the Public Health Service was estab- 
lished, so that, today, most of the respon- 
sibility for securing dental personnel for the 
armed forces has been placed by the govern- 
ment on the American Dental Association; 
and, in accepting this responsibility, organ- 
ized dentistry, through its representatives on 
the Procurement and Assignment Service, 
has worked effectively to provide for the 
needs of the armed services and the civilian 
population by weighing the needs of the 
services against those of the community. 

It is recognized then that organized den- 
tistry has been the consolidating influence 
which has bound together our literature, our 
education, our heritage. We may regard it 
as the guardian angel of a recognized eth- 
ical profession for more than ten decades of 
social, scientific, and political evolution, for 
it stands today as the agency by which the 
future of dentistry can be assured.

THE VALUE OF DENTAL ORGANIZATION*

AST achievements of organized den- 
tistry have more than proved the value 
of a united effort in the behalf of one 
of the most eminent professions of the day.

1834, organized dentistry has been a bulwark 
against illegal practices. Quacks and the 
more inelegant practitioners have been the 
chief recipients of censorship. It has con- 
trolled the quality of dental service offered to 
the public by examination and _ licensure. 
The license fees which the dentist pays pro- 
vide for the enforcement of its ethics and 
prevent illegal competition from the labora- 
tories and back room technicians. It is the 
representative of American dentistry and the 
only group that can speak with authority. 
All the laws enacted by the several states in 
regard to dental practices have been spon- 
sored by it, and this has given character and 
respectability to the profession by establish- 
ing a line of distinction between the truly 
meritorious and skilful operators and the im- 
pudent and empiric bootleg practitioner. Or- 
ganization is the essence of success of the 
movement in which the combined effort of 
several individuals is desired for the promo- 
tion of the dental science. It is the flywheel 
of progress which gives balance to combined 
efforts, brings up and pushes forward the 
laggard of conservatism, restrains the erratic 
flight of the too exuberant enthusiasm of the 
reformer, gives steadiness of action and 
makes advancement sure. An association of 
persons for the promotion of scientific in- 
vestigation for its successful advancement, 
the professional organization’s value of today 
lies not only in the bringing together of the 
great, the good and the wise to exchange con- 
gratulations on what the few know, more 
than the many, but in the fact that the many 
may meet the few and that knowledge, cul- 
ture, refinement and a true professional 
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spirit may be more widely diffused and bet- 
ter approached. 

Needless to say, a group of this type makes 
for the cultivation of the social qualities of 
its members by surrounding each member 
with friends to whom he can turn for advice 
anid assistance when needed. It has for its 
objects the promotion of union and harmony 
among all respectable and well informed 
dentists. It also uplifts the social standing 
of its group in the aid and relief of its mem- 
bers. For instance, dental organization allows 
a low rate of insurance to which a member 
can turn; also a library bureau for purposes 
of authoritative information. 

The circulation of a journal in any group 
whether professional or industrial is a teach- 
ing factor. The dental journal is the largest 
and most influential periodical in the world, 
having a circulation of more than 50,000 
copies a month. It finds its way into eighty- 
two foreign countries and is read wherever 
dentistry is practiced. Dental literature lies 
at the base of dental organization. This 
world-wide circulation enables its nmrembers 
to keep in touch with each other. In this 
manner, it maintains the full-time practi- 
tioner at a pace consistent with that of his 
fellow men in the various phases of advance- 
ment. 

The profession cannot go forward without 
the two essentials of education: first, the 
education of the laity; second, the educa- 
tion of its students. It cannot advance in the 
full accomplishment of its health mission 
without help from the laity. In the past, it 
has been depending solely on the dues of 
its members. The curricula of study have 
been .standardized by the controlling factor 
of organization. The dental organization 
educates the public in all matters pertaining 
to dental health, with benefit to both the 
public and the profession. 

Certainly the least that can be said con- 
cerning the group is that it assists its mem- 
bers in all their laudable undertakings and 
exerts its influence untiringly for the ad- 
vancement in the dental field of methods of 
teaching, practice, jurisprudence and re- 
search. The American Dental Association op- 
poses legislation which, if passed, would be 
detrimental to the association; for example, 
the compulsory health Jaws which would 
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handicap the dentist. By means of the or- 
ganization, committees can be maintained 
which keep in touch with the legislative ac- 
tivities of the federal government and the 
forty-eight states, with a view to preventing 
the enactment of unwise dental laws. They 
also maintain economic committees situated 
throughout the nation. They keep close con- 
tact with the federal government through a 
national health program committee—a con- 
tact committee between the dental organi- 
zation and the government in matters of 
public health. They have surveyed the 
granting of patents, so that collecting of 
undue royalties could or would not be ex- 
acted from the dentist. 

However, with all the progress which has 
been made, there are a few things yet to be 
accomplished. These cannot be accom- 
plished without a full and cooperative mem- 
bership of all the men involved who can 
bring these ideals to reality. We have yet to 
see the day when the cause, or the preven- 
tion, of dental ills through subsidized re- 
search may come to light. The public, 
therefore, must accept its responsibility in 
this endeavor. For the student, we must, 
through the organization of the National As- 
sociation of Dental Examiners, secure uni- 
formity of licensure in all the states. 

The dentist is standing, in these troubled 
times, beside the government, the armed 
forces and the public in anticipation and pre- 
paredness. When the need arises, he may 
and will step in to again prove to the nation, 
and even the world, the eminent worth—the 
value of organized dentistry.

RGANIZATION is now the prime 
O concern of our citizenry. In every 

walk of life, Americans are coming 
face to face with the problem of adjusting 
their lives to an all-embracing plan, the es- 
sence of organization. The awareness is 
rapidly growing that the heroism of Bataan

alone will not bring victory. Victory de- 
pends also, and in equal measure, on the 
ability to transform 130,000,000 individual 
existences into an integrated, united people. 

Only a healthy people can be victorious. 
A program for the health of the nation is 
not a matter of proclamations. Able leader- 
ship and smooth functioning apparatus are 
the basic essentials of a program that will 
result in a healthy people.

The health professions, consisting of lim- 
ited trained personnel, are faced with an 
unlimited emergency. Leadership, efficiency, 
organization! These are the keynotes. With 
them, our unlimited emergency will be met 
and mastered. Without them, we are in 
the dangerous position of “muddling 
through.” 

Leadership, efficiency, organization! The 
evidence is abundant that the dental profes- 
sion possesses these attributes. Organized 
dentistry has maintained the integrity of our 
profession through the years. Our standards 
have been raised, our institutions developed 
to the highest level in the world. An eth- 
ical code has been firmly established. The 
commercialization and promotion of dental 
pharmaceuticals have been kept within 
rigid bounds of honesty and scientific ac- 
curacy. The public has been consistently 
impressed with the importance of oral 
health and prevented from receiving harm- 
ful misinformation. Legislation has been 
enacted promoting the best interests of the 
practitioner and the patient. In conjunction 
with such federal agencies as the Bureau of 
Standards, the United States Public Health 
Service, the Veterans Administration and 
others, the American Dental Association has 
been expanding a living National Health 
Program. This is a record of concrete 
achievement. 

The war added more evidence. Had there 
not been a plan, had there not been a func- 
tioning apparatus, the war would have 
brought in its wake disruption of the dental 
activities of the country and a chaotic threat 
to the nation’s health. 

There was a plan; there was an apparatus; 
there were people, people with knowledge 
and the experience of countless, successful 
campaigns. The war brought not chaos, but 
heightened activity; not disruption, but the 
greatest integration of the profession ever 
witnessed. The National Health Program 
Committee of the American Dental Associa- 
tion could state, after the war had begun, 
“Today the dental service in the army and 
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navy corps is much higher than in any other 
comparable group in the world.” The tight 
knit character of our organization was the 
key factor in determining the facile manner 
whereby the enormous demands of the war 
situation were met. Here was the acid test 
and the overwhelming proof of the value of 
dental organization. 

The times are such, however, that we can- 
not afford to rest contented with these ac- 
complishments. As rapidly and intensely as 
we have worked until now to insure our 
country’s defense, so must we speed up the 
tempo now to insure an offense for victory. 
A normal peacetime pace, measured by 
today’s standards, is a crawl. If we must wait 
before we charge, the wastage during the 
waiting period (in the form of ships sunk 
and in allied resources and territory lost) will 
be tremendous. As leading members of the 
community, we must instil in the American 
people a passionate desire fer victory, what- 
ever the sacrifice. We must realize clearly 
the truth of the words of the President of 
the American Dental Association, Dr. Oliver, 
in THe Journat of April 1942: 

Proportionately greater numbers of trained 
personnel will be needed for the armed serv- 
ices than would ordinarily be required by a 
numerically equivalent civilian population. 
Let each dentist show his eagerness to help, 
and let each one be prompt about it. It must 
never be said of the dental profession that it 
gave too little, and too late. [Emphasis mine. 
H. D. P.] 

These are words that must be heeded. To 
our great credit, we can see that they will be 
heeded. The technics for securing rapid re- 
sponse, the respect for and confidence in 
leadership, the effective machinery for check- 
ing and rechecking, all guarantee complete, 
swift mobilization. In this race against time, 
the more extensive and deep-seated our or- 
ganization is, the greater will be our service. 
Herein lies the great value of our organiza- 
tion for tomorrow. 

The day after tomorrow is important too. 
Dental organization assumes a qualitatively 
new value and one of great moment when 
seen in the light of a victorious, postwar 
America. Already certain trends can be ob- 
served in the American people. These trends 
warrant close, critical examination. 

We should note, first, a general realization 
that a great issue in world history is about 
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to be resolved. The issue is between two 
mutually antagonistic ways of life: the way 
of life of a free people, based on funda- 
mental principles of justice, equality and 
personal freedom, and the way of life of 
Brown Shirt tyranny, “the rule of the insane.” 
Unfortunately, the initiative, up to this 
writing, has been held by the latter. The rea- 
son is not obscure: it has been able to compel 
cooperation and effort, with everything 
driven toward the military objective. 

That this has been accomplished through 
the use of terror and appeal to outworn prej- 
udice is beside the point. It remains for 
us to find forms within our democratic 
framework to match the all-pervading organi- 
zation and power of the enemy. In the world 
of the day after tomorrow, this will very 
likely be the great popular lesson of the war. 
That it will be applied specifically to the 
health field is not open to much doubt. 

The trend is beginning to take shape as a 
desire on the part of people for legislation 
for subsidized dentistry. On the other hand, 
it is quite manifest that, as a result of the 
war, much advance planning is being done 
by various government agencies. Of late, 
they have been moving over into the field 
of social welfare and health. 

In the first instance, it is important that 
organized dentistry develop a plan whereby 
these popular desires can be satisfied and still 
maintain the proven relationships of dental 
service. It is imperative that those leaders of 
the profession, in organized dentistry, who 
have had the most experience be the con- 
trolling factors in these projects. 

In the second instance, organized dentistry 
should plan in a parallel fashion to place the 
interésts of the dentist in its proper perspec- 
tive. This will result in the protection of the 
best interests of both the dentist and the 
patient, with the best utilization of such 
forms of endeavor as research projects, exper- 
imental institutes and the subsidization of 
important research at existing institutes of 
learning. 

The value of dental organization can here 
be seen most clearly, and in this fact lies the 
main compelling reason for bringing organi- 
zation to an absolute peak. The young men 
of dentistry, the dental students, those who 
will assume the responsibilities of the future, 
must understand this. The problems in- 
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volved require an early awareness, and 
an early attempt must be made to grapple 
with them and solve them. If we seize 


this opportunity, we will have done our 
part in winning the war and in shaping 
the peace.

get without organization; for in all spheres 
of human activity from running wars and 
railroads down to running a hamburger 
stand, there is no advancement without 
organization.

But what about dental organization? 


Today dentistry itself is only part of a vaster 
organization, part of an all-out mobilization 
of our country’s total manpower in an en- 
deavor to win the war, and, what is more 
important, to rebuild a better world. Under 
the stress of the present emergency, dentis- 
try, as I see it, can and will profit by a better 
organization and utilization of data and dis- 
coveries made possible by that very emer- 
gency. 

_ Limiting, then, this topic of the value of 
dental organization to a consideration of 
dentistry under pressure of the greater or- 
ganization of the present emergency, let me 
quote here a short and very pertinent 
passage from an address read before the 
American Dental Trade Association in Chi- 
cago on November 12, 1941. That address, 
made by Oren A. Oliver, D.D.S., President 
of the American Dental Association, was 
published in the May 1942 issue of Tur 
JourNAL OF THE AMERICAN DENTAL Asso- 
CIATION; and the passage referred to reads as 
follows: 


. . . defense preparations and wars tend to 
force advances in technology, advances in 
health service fields, and, in many respects, 
also tend to accelerate preexisting social 
trends. Therefore . . . we may also, with 
some justification, anticipate that dentistry 
will be confronted by as much social pressure 
for change as was the case after the First 
World War. This pressure cannot be avoided ; 
however, it can, in the public interest, and in 
the interest of the dental practitioner, be con- 
trolled by judicious, cooperative study and 
planning now and after the emergency. 


What Dr. Oliver foresees and calls for is 
a greater organization of dentistry, both now 
and during the emergency and in the post- 
war period. He foresees an organization that 
will shape up in answer to social pressure; 
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he calls for an organization controlled by 
cooperative study and long range planning, 
and from this kind of organization he expects 
and predicts valuable results both for the 
dental practitioner and for the public whom 
the dentist serves. 

For the sake of clarification and to adopt 
some rather large and general principles of 
division, I would envision that improvement 
in dental organization under the following 
three headings or interrelated phases of den- 
tistry: (1) the organization of new knowl- 
edge as regards the prevalence and frequency 
of oral diseases, disorders and deficiencies; 
(2) the organization of dentistry as a health 
service, and (3) the organization of the den- 
tal profession as regards its personnel. 

First, the draft of men into our armed 
forces provides, as it were, a vast laboratory 
for the findings “of dentistry. Already we 
know that more than 20 per cent of the 
rejected Selective Service registrants are re- 
jected because of dental defects. Out of 
this great turn-over and check-over of men 
from all parts of our country, there should 
issue accurate reports and records as to the 
prevalence and frequency of oral diseases, 
disorders and deficiencies. There should be, 
as we expect there will be, a clearing house 
or some central agency for the breakdown 
of these reports into tabulations and statis- 
tics that will show the regional, occupational 
and nutritional influences on the dental dis- 
orders of the nation. From the dentists in 
the armed services, we may expect many 
valuable and interesting reports in the fields 
of operative dentistry, oral surgery and 
orthodontics. Advances will be made in 
technology. Theories as to diagnosis and 
treatment will be rejected or fully verified 
and validated. In short, under the pressure 
of war, many discoveries, contributions and 
improvements may be expected in the whole 
field of pathology. 

But all these findings will need systema- 
tizing and publicizing. Only in that way 
will they be of any value to the practitioner 
and to the public. For this systematization 
and correlation, we have our institutes, our 
learned societies, our learned journals and 
publications. By the cooperative efforts of 
all these agencies, we may make available 
the new knowledge, the new data. Thus we 
shall be better able to know and to combat 
the dental ills of the nation; thus we shall 
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have more efficiency and system in our pro- 
fession, and all this will work out to the 
benefit of the public whom the dentist 
serves. 

Secondly, out of this present emergency, 
we May expect an improvement in the or- 
ganization of dentistry as regards its place 
and function in public health work. It is 
evident that the dental profession will be 
called upon in the future to play an in- 
creasingly important réle in service organ- 
ized under public and governmental aus- 
pices. In the past, dental health activities 
have grown in many instances without advice 
or encouragement, without plan or intelli- 
gent cooperation between the medical and 
dental professions. The dental, public 
health, and medical professiois are not yet 
utilizing fully and economically the avail- 
able scientific knowledge for the preven- 
tion, amelioration and cure of disease. To 
reduce the gap between such knowledge and 
its application in health service; to bring the 
physician and the dentist into closer co- 
operative endeavor for the solution of a 
common problem should be one of the good 
results of the present mobilization of both 
professions that is taking place today in both 
the military and the civilian spheres of our 
country as it girds itself for victory and for 
the welfare of its people in the postwar 
world. 

Dentistry has a distinct place in public 
health work, local, state and national. The 
importance of this fact should be recognized 
by the organized professions of dentistry, 
public health and medicine, all of which 
should lend their support and influence to 
guide this development along proper chan- 
nels. Organized dentistry, organized medi- 
cine and organized public health work will 
have to pull together in closer harmonious 
cooperation to solve the problems of dis- 
ease prevention, especially among industrial 
workers. Comprehensive planning and inter- 
related activity will be called for. Some de- 
gree of leadership in these matters will fall 
to the dentist. If he uses it successfully, his 
usefulness to the community will be mate- 
rially increased and his standing markedly 
benefited both socially and professionally. 

Thirdly, as one of the results of the pres- 
ent mobilization, we may expect an ap- 
praisal, a verdict to be passed upon the per- 
sonnel of our profession who are now com- 
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missioned officers among the men in the 
service. This judgment will be passed, of 
course, mostly upon the younger members of 
the dental profession; in many cases, upon 
those who have just finished school and who 
have gone therefrom into various branches 
of the service. From these reports and ap- 
praisals, which could be assembled and or- 
ganized by means of questionnaires sent to 
the commanding officers, conclusions can be 
arrived at as to what makes up the ideal 
dentist, both in the matter of personal en- 
dowments and in the matter of his training 
and education. Thus a clearer and more ob- 
jective standard could be fixed by which to 
accept candidates for the dental profession; 
thus, too, the whole matter of an adequate 
curriculum could be gone over with empha- 
sis not only upon certain specialized prob- 
lems of dentistry, but most of all upon a 
liberal, cultural training that will fit the 
dentist to contribute directly to the social 
and civic welfare of his community. 

For, as Dr. Oliver warns, dentistry will 
be confronted by great social pressure for 
change. How that social pressure will be 


met, how dentistry will organize to meet the 
new challenges and the new responsibilities, 
will depend, of course, primarily upon the 
dental profession itself. But ultimately it 
will depend upon the individual dentist, 
upon the men who make up the profession. 
What of our rank and file? What of their 
training? Are they personally and profes- 
sionally equipped to take their proper place 
in the new and better order that we hope is 
coming? Will they reflect credit upon their 
profession and bring it to a higher status in 
the service of their country and of all hu- 
manity? 

The answer, I believe, lies in better, more 
efficient organization; in the utilization of 
the present emergency; in taking stock and 
inventory right now; in judicious coopera- 
tive study of all phases of dentistry; in long 
range planning for the future; in coopera- 
tion with the trends of our time. With such 
organization, dentistry will advance with 
profit both to the practitioner and to the 
public; without it, dentistry will be wasteful 
in effort and weak in isolation in a world 
reorganized. 
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not pay their share, only 10 per cent of the 
few entitled to dental benefits claim them. 
Analysis of the type of care received under 
this program testifies to its gross inadequacy. 
It was found from a sample study of dental 
care paid for by the approved societies that 
for every filling placed, there was more than 
one full denture constructed and more than 
six extractions performed. 

It is recommended that dental benefits 
under the insurance plan be made statutory. 
When this is achieved, a dental representative 
should be appointed on each local insurance 


committee. Dental service subcommittees 
should be set up and dental panels or- 
ganized. Under the present system, the den- 
tist cannot proceed with treatment of a 
patient covered by insurance until a letter 
giving an estimate of costs has been for- 
warded to the approved society and ap- 
proved by them. The British Dental 
Association complains that this affects 
adversely the dentist-patient relationship and 
recommends that this procedure be aban- 
doned and that some other means of control 
be instituted.
